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CHAPTER 280.

AN ACT relating to the inspection of gasoline boats, steam
boats and other vessels on inland waters.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Municipalities may provide for inspection. Secrion 1. All
cities, towns and villages of the state are hereby empowered to
provide for the inspection and when so provided to inspect at
least once in every year the hull, boiler and machinery on board
of every vessel in this state, used or intended to be used upon
inland waters of the state, and not within the jurisdietion- of
the laws of the United States.

Regulations and enforcement thereof. SgecrionN 2. All cities,
towns and villages of this state are hereby empowered to make
such reasonable safety regulations as they see fit relating te said
vessels and the equipment thereof and to enforee said regula-
tions and to provide and enforce proper and reasonable penalties
for the violation or neglect of any such provisiona or regula-
tions or ordinances.

To what vessels to apply. SecrioN 3. The foregoing provi-
sions shall apply to all vessels propelled by steam, gasoline,
naphtha, electricity, or in any other manner other than by hand
power used for the public transportation of passengers and
freight on inland waters of this state and not within the juris-
diction of the laws of the United States.

SecrioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in foree from
and after its passage and publieation.
